In Eastern Jail 


OTTAWA, Jan, 5.—(CP)—Three 
| men held on murder charges staged 
| a desperate attempt to escape from 
Carleton County jail here last night, 
overpowering four guards and 
using a fire hose to ward off others 
before city police reinforcements 
arrived to quell the disturbance. 
Fighting stubbornly, 
dragged back to their cells. 

THE MEN—Wilfred D'Amour, 25, 
Eugene Larment, 24, and Albert 
Henderson, 24, all of Ottawa—face 
trial at the winter assizes, next Jan. 
14, for the slaying of Detective 
Thomas Stoneman of the Ottawa 
police department. 

Jail officials said the escape at- 
tempt began when the three were 
being given their evening meal to- 
gether. One seized a push broom 
and struck a guard from behind. 
The other two fell upon him and 
trussed him, taking his keys. 

THEY RAN DOWN a corridor, 
overpowered and bound two other 
guards who barred their path. 
Racing down a stairway, they seized 
a fire hose with which to defend 
themselves from a body of guards 
who rallied to prevent escape. 

They still were holding guards 
at bay with the powerful stream of 
water when the acting jail governor 
and city police reinforcements 
composed of five detectives and 10 
constables arrived. 

A violent struggle followed, with 
the three gunmen being dragged 
backed to their cells battling their 
captors all the way.

FRANKFURT, Jan. 5—(BUP)— 
Gen, Joseph T. McNarney said to- 
day that the American force in the 
European theatre would be reduced 
by next July from its present 616,- 
000 men to about 300,000, at which 
strength it will remain indefinitely. 

McNARNEY, commander of U,S. 
forces in Europe, sketched for the 
first time the makeup of the Am- 
erican army to handle the long-term 
occupation assignment in Germany. 

McNarney said he was convinced 
the occupation should last at least 
10 years, and on the basis of pre- 
sent evidence he favored an even 
longer term. 

Mobile armored task forces 
numbering some 38,000 troops will 
range the American zone in 
armored cars as the mainstay of 
the U.S, occupation forces. 

IN ADDITION to the mobile 
police force, the occupation army 
will consist of three infantry divi- 
sions totalling about 45,000 men, an 
air force, 12 light tank battalions 
and supporting services, and admin- 
istrative echelons. 

By July the total force will be 
cut by more than half, to remain 
more or less static, McNarney said.

Tax Collection 


OTTAWA, Jan. §.—(CP)—A rev- 
enue department plan to establish 
13 new district offices to improve 
income tax collection machinery 


and to provide better service to the 
taxpayer is still awaiting cabinet 


approval, it was learned yesterday. 
The plan, submitted to the special 


senate committee on taxation dur- 


ing the recent session, calls for an 
increase of from 19 to 32 in the 
number of district offices and the 
closing of sub-offices in Brantford, 
Ont., Lethbridge, Alta. and Strat- 
ford, Ont. 

New district offices would be 
established in Sydney, N.S., Camp- 
bellton, N.B., Kirkland Lake, Oat., 
Three Rivers, Que., Sherbrooke, 
Que., Sudbury Ont. and Kelowna, 
B.C. Sub-offices would be replaced 
by district offices in St. Catharines, 
Ont., Windsor, Ont., Kitchener, Ont., 
and Victoria, B.C. 

IN ADDITION Montreal and To- 
ronto would each have two district 
offices instead of one each as at 
present. 

District offices already in exist- 
ence are at Charlottetown, Halifax, 
Saint John, Quebec, Montreal, Ot- 
tawa, Kingston, Belleville, Toronto, 
Hamilton, London, Fort William, 
Winnipeg, Regina, Saskatoon, Cal- 
gary, Edmonton, Vancouver, and 
Dawson. 

No changes were proposed for 
either Manitoba or Saskatchewan. 
In Alberta, the sub-district office 
at Lethbridge would be closed and 
a new district office would be open- 
ed in Kelowna, B.C. The sub-district 
office at Victoria would be raised to 
a district office. Calgary would take 
over the area formerly served by 
Lethbridge.

OTTAWA, Jan, S—(CP)—United 
action on wages by a large group 
of Canadian organized labor loom- 
ed as a possibility today with the 
disclosure of A. R. Mosher, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Congress of 
Labor, that consideration is being 
given by the eongress to a wage 
conference. 

Should such a conference be held 
and reach agreement it presum- 
ably would be the voice of the 300,- 
000 members of CCL unions. 

THE POLICY of organized labor 
toward post-war wages ranks as one 
of the biggest question marks in the 
present Canadian situation. That 
labor wants higher wages is to be 
taken for granted, but what steps 
it Is prepared to take to gain higher 
wages is another question, 

On the other side of the picture 
are the employers, who are con- 
cerned over the possibility of labor 
unrest upsetting conversion plans 
and of high wages disturbing the 
competitive position of Canadian 
products in export markets. 

Disputes between Canadian 
unions and employers in the latter 
stages of the war centred more on 
recognition of unions than on 
wages. For example, the Ford Mo- 
tor Co. strike at Windsor, which 
has sent time-loss figures as the 
result of strikes for the first 11 
months of 1945 soaring to far above 
comparative 1944 figures, was on 
the position of the union. 

WHILE THERE is a growing 
under-the-surface agitation for new

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Knighted Canadian: 
Says Royal Navy Scientists 
Kept Ahead Enemy Weapons 


By JAMES McOOOK , 
LONDON, Jan. 5.—(CP)—Canadian-born Sir Charles 
Goodeve, who headed admiralty research work during the 


war, said yesterday in an 
were far ahead in radar, 
in the war. 

BUT THE GERMANS were “for- 
midable technical opponents” in U- 
boats, torpedoes and all else asso- 
ciated with undersea operations. 

Now in the civilian job of re- 
search for the iron and steel indus- 
try, Sir Charles, a native of Nee- 
pawa, Man., said to The Canadian 
Press he considered the knighthood 
given him in the King’s New Year's 
honors list was in recognition of all 
the scientists whose work he co- 
ordinated at the Admiralty. 

Sir Charles, a son of Canon F. W. 
Goodeve of Winnipeg, said about 
5,000 persons in all contributed to 
the devices that defeated the Ger- 
mans at sea, “many” Canadians 
among them. 

A MIDSHIPMAN with the Royal 
Canadian Navy Volunteer Reserve 
in Winnipeg in 1927, Sir Charles 
was a reader in physical chemistry 
at University College, London, and 
already noted for his scientific find- 
ings when the war broke out in 
1939. As an officer in the Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve he was 
called up immediately and now has 
the rank of commander, 

Defeating the German magnetic 
mines was among the first.concerns 
of British scientists, but Sir Charles 
said the appearance of the first of 
these mines early in the war was no 
surprise to the British, who had a 
magnetic mine towards the end of 
the First Great War. 

“WE GUESSED that a German 
magnetic mine would appear but 


interview that British naval experts 
mines and some other naval devices 


said. “The British had a better 
magnetic mine than the Germans 
but would not use it as the Ger- 
mans might capture it and have the 
benefit of our research. So when 
the German mine came along, we 
studied it and used degaussing 
equipment and developed the 
double-L sweep, the main answer 
to this type of mine, which was 
dropped all through the war. 

“I have the highest opinion of 
the British intelligence service,” 
Sir Charles continued. “They 
brought us news of new devices 
being developed by the Germans, 
including a breathing apparatus for 
submarines which permitted them 
to remain under water for indefi- 
nite periods, 

“AT FIRST REPORTS we 
thought it was unlikely to succeed 
and we learned the Germans hat 
a lot of trouble, But they kept at 
it and finally it worked. It was im- 
portant as airplanes were effective 
against submarines which had to 
surface.” 

While Britain fought the U-boats 
and other German sea weapons, 
scientists kept an eye on mine de- 
velopments. By 1941 they had a 
suction type of mine of the most 
deadly type, hard to combat. But 
they did not set it out. A German 
mine of this type appeared on D- 
Day and British experts, recogniz- 
ing the design, had a “substantial” |

Increased bank clearings, increased tax 
payments, increased sales of city land, in- 
creased customs collections, made up a 
clarifying year-end report showing how 
active business conditions were in Edmon- 
ton in 1945. Most of these items marked 
the setting of all-time high records, And 
the opening day of the new year added 
another all-time record, in the prepayment 
of taxes for 1946. 

Statistics are sometimes deceptive, but 
in this case the recorded gains mean just 
what they seem to mean. The year gone 
was one of big business, big production, 
general employment, and a high a 
scale of living. More people were at work in 
the city than ever before. There were few 
interruptions of productive industry. The 
turn-over of wages and salaries and profits 
was larger than it had ever been, That is 
why it was a year of good times. 

There is no basic reason why 1946 
should not see a continuance of these fav- 
orable conditions, with perhaps still higher 
records set. The outlook of the farming 
population is good, and farm conditions 
are the prime factor in shaping the volume 
of trade which moves through this great 
distributing centre. Edmonton has never 
known stagnation when the farmers have 
been prosperous in the rich agricultural 
district whose trade centers here, 

The building program in the city is 
gigantic. Hundreds of houses will be built, 
and there are also listed many industrial 
and commercial projects involving large 
expenditure. The employment prospect is 
therefore bright. Everything in fact in the 
local or regional situation encourages high 
hopes for another year of great activity, 
expansion and opportunity. 


Tragic Warnings 


Within the space of two weeks three 
persons have been killed in traffic acci- 
dents on Edmonton streets, The accidents 
occurred at widely separated points. A 
motor car, a bus and a street car were the 
vehicles severally involved. There was thus 
no common circumstance to account for 
the three mishaps—unless there was a lack 
of caution on the part of some one in each 
case, 

In any event, these tragedies stand as 
grim warnings that the streets of Ed- 
monton are places of danger. They show 
that the time has gone on it was safe 
for any person, driving or walking, to for- 
get the fact. Edmonton is no longer a town, 
nor the quiet little city of ten years ago. 
It is a big place, and a busy place, where 
thousands of people are abroad at all hours 
of the day and evening, afoot and on 
wheels, 

To which it should be added that the 
streets are slippery at present, and will 
be all winter, and traction poor alike for 
footwear and tires—whether of iron or 
steel. And in the mornings and evenings 
visibility is also poor. 

These conditions conjoin to make acci- 
dent liability very real and always present. 
They may not explain why any of the 
three fatalities occurred, but they are 
things which no person can disregard 
without risk of injury or death on the 
streets. The reality of this risk is empha- 
sized by these tragic happenings, whatever 
may have been the direct cause or causes 
in either case. 


The “Drive” Still Needed 


The department of Munitions and Sup- 
ply went out of existence with the close of 
1945, The munitions branch has been amal- 
gamated with the reconstruction organiza- 
tion to form the department of Reconstruc- 
tion and Supply. The former was a war- 
time set-up; the new department has to do 
with the re-direction of productive energy 
to peacetime purposes, and with construc- 
tive projects undertaken by the Dominion 
to open up new opportunities for private 
enterprise, 

Nothing more could be hoped than that 
the new organization will prove to be as 
efficient as the old one. Canada’s war 
effort, in the field of industrial production, 
is the measure of the capacity shown by 
the Munitions and Supply department to 
get things done. Six years ago nobody 
really expected, and few dreamed, that this 
Dominion could pour out the endless 
streams of ships, tanks, guns, planes and 
other equipment which were actually sent 
to the fighting fronts—fronts ranging all 
the way from North Africa to Russia to 
Australia to India, 

It is to be hoped that achievement will 
become the standard to which the Recon- 
struction and Supply department will 
work, If the same drive can be put behind 
peacetime production, equally splendid re- 
sults may be looked for. 

The mass production of building mater- 
ials, for example, is one industry which 
should be speeded up without delay, This 
is one of the major immediate needs, No- 
thing else can make possible the amount 
of building which should be done in Can- 
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ada during the present year; nor permit 
the erection of homes at prices and rentals 
within reach of people of ordinary incomes. 


Airway Traffic Grows 


TCA planes in 1945 carried 180,000 
passengers, 3,572,000 pounds of mail, and 
921,000 pounds of express matter. They 
flew more than 10,000,000 miles, an in- 
crease better than ten per cent. 

The plans of the corporation call for a 
new fleet of 24 planes of larger capacity, 
to be in operation by mid-summer; for four 
flights each way per day on the transcon- 
tinental route; for opening a new direct 
service between Winnipeg and Edmonton, 
and six new trans-border services between 
points in Canada and the United States. 

When the Trans-Canada was launched 
eight years ago there were those who 
doubted that enough people wanted to 
travel by air, and to send mail and express 
parcels by air, to make the enterprise a 
success, Planes were all right in the north- 
land where there were no railways, but to 
match them against fast and comfortable 
trains in the settled areas was something 
different. 

Time has shown that Hon. C. D, Howe 
was right in his optimistic-looking estim- 
ate of the demand that existed for air ser- 
vice even where railway service was at its 
best. There was such a demand, and it 
is growing steadily. y. 


The Moscow conference confirmed the 
conclusion from the Washington agree- 
ment, that nobody knows how to neutralise 
the atomic bomb, The farthest we have 
got yet is a hope that by vigilance it may 
be possible to prevent some one touching 
the thing off. 

According to report, a plan is afoot to 
allow U.S. soldiers in the occupation forces 
to take their wives and families to Ger- 
many. It seems fairly likely that this ar- 
rangement will have to be adopted also for 
Canadian and British troops stationed in 
the Reich. Germany will have to be gar- 
risoned for a long time if Nazism is to be 
killed out and government established on 
safe and sane lines. It would be neither 
just nor desirable to keep men in the occu- 
pation armies separated from their fam- 
ilies for years.

In This Atomic Age. War Plants Staffed by Nazis and 
Equipped With German Machines Are Still Turning 
Out Robot Bombs and Weapons of War 
By Leslie Bain 


In @ changing world too little 
attention has been directed to the 
menace Spain represents in an 
Atomic Age with her German-con- 
trolled industries and laboratories. 
Since we are all too inclined to 
underestimate our enemy, (we used 
to laugh at Mussolini and that guy 
Hitler) this may be a good time to 
list some sobering facts concern- 
ling Spain's ability to prepare and 
execute a surprise atomic attack 
on the major powers. 

There are around 80,000 Germans 
in Spain today, of whom 6,000 to 
17,000 are scientists and technicians 
‘and 3,500 are sabotage and espion- 

age agents. This group includes 
400 Blitzmaedel (female members 
of the Reichswehr). A large num- 
ber of these Germans carry Span- 
lish papers and are registered as 
Spanish citizens and thus are free 
to travel to Latin America and} 
later, presumably, to all parts of 
the world. 

The major Spanish war industries 
now in operation are: The Paplona 
| plant where V-1 and V-2 robot 
bombs are manufactured, Hispano 
} Suiza and Aeronautica Industrial 
|are building Messerschmitts, while 
Construcciones Aeronauticas S.A. 
produces Heinkel airplanes. Ex- 
plosives and chemicals are manu- 
factured by Fabricacion National 
de Colorantesy Explosivos, Socia- 
dad Espanola de Fabricacion Nitro- 
genedas and Barcelona Quimica 
y Farmaceutica—all three subsid- 
iaries of the German I, G. Farben 
Industry. These companies, where 
atomic experiments are also being 
conducted in greatest secrecy, have 
recently been reorganized to cloak 
their ownership from Allied in- 
vestigators,

THE FINANCIAL CONTROL of 
the major industrial and chemical) 
plants in Spain is centred in the 
hands of the directors of the) 
Sociedad Financiara Industrial, a} 
German dummy corporation origin- 
}ally organized by the LG, Farben 
and the AEG (Allgemeine Elek- 
trizitats Gesellschaft). During the| 
last few months of the European) 
war, hundreds of aeroplanes, load-| 
jed with foreign assets, were flown 
|from Germany to Spain. Thousands | 
|of tons of complicated machinery 
| were “sold” by the German parent 
companies to their Spanish subsid-| 
iaries in March, April and May, 
1945, while Allied armies were ham-| 
;mering German industrial centres. 


| To make postwar German octivi- 
|ties in Spain “legal,” the following | 
|firms have assigned their basic 
| patents to the Sociedad Financiera 
Industrial: I. G, Farben, Daimler- 
Benz, Krupp, Messerschmitt, AEG, | 
Heinkel,, Dornier, Bayer, Siemens 
and the Stinnes group. With these 
patents in “neutral” hands, contin- 
ued research and production of 
machinery and weapons are 
assured, 

Space prevents the complete list- 
ing of German interests in Spain, 
but the thoroughness with which 
the Germans have _ established 
themselves can be gathered from 
| the fact that the name of every 
| military regional commander in 
| districts where secret experiments | 
| are being conducted had to be ap-| 
proved first by the German Sicher- 
| heitsdienst before being appointed 
by Dictator Franco. Thus Spain, 
politically, industrially, financially 
| and militarily is a vassal of the Ger- 
}man warmakers.

|Fed Up Airman 


Editor Bulletin: Would like to teil 
you of a few things that the Royal 
Canadian Air Force promised the 
Canadian airmen serving overseas 
and have never fulfilled; rather, 
they have done the opposite. 

I am a Canadian airman who has 
served on the continent from 29th 
June, 1944, and am still on it, with 
no hope of returning to Canada 
until September of 1947, 

When we joined TAF in Febru- 
ary, 1944, we were told by our CO 
that by joining TAF and going to 
the continent with the invasion 
force we would be given priority 
in repatriation. 

On VE day we were again told by 
our CO that he had just returned 
from heddquarters and was inform. 
ed that we would be on our way 
home within two months as a unit, 
When the two months were up, mye 
self and two other boys were posted 
to occupation army duties in Ger- 
many, while some others were sent 
home, the rest being posted to dif- 
ferent units in England, 

When the war ended the RCAF 
had us fill out a paper stating 
whether we wanted to serve in the 
occupation force, Pacific force, or 
Western Hemisphere, or if we wante 
ed our discharge. 

When these papers were called in 
again enough men had stated their 
desire to stay as occupation troops 
to make up the complete force with 
some left over. What did they do 
with these men? They sent them 
home and discharged them, and 
held others over here to take their 
place. 

The excuse they give us is that 
we are essential and can not be ree 
patted, but while the war was on, 
two men did what six are doing 
now, and still had time to them- 
selves. In my job, if I try real hard 
and take my time, I can make my 
day's work last for a half-hour, but 
| if I don’t I can be all done in fifteen 
minutes. Is that what they call 
| essential, when a girl in grade 7 at 
school could do the same work as [ 
do? 
| Since the war ended men have 
been sent home by the score who 
jhad only just arrived overseas be 
|fore VE Day. Some did not come 
j until after VE Day, and with little 
|or no service in Canada, while we 
| have been over here from a year 
jand a half to three years and the 
| same in Canada, landed on the Nore 
mandy beaches and have been here 
ever since, 

If this is what we fought for we 
did not win anything; we still have 
| dictatorship but in a more refined 
way, Sometimes we wonder if Cane 
ada is worth the praise and loyalty 
we have given here in these past 
years. Is it worth calling our home 
and native land or should we give 
it back to the Indians and forget 
that we're Canadians?

MANILA, Jan, 5—(AP)—A Japa-

The witness, Lt.-Col Michio 
Kitayama, a communications offi- 
cer at Homma’s 14th army head- 
quarters, said neither the general 
nor his staff cared what happened 
to the emaciated men, many of 
whom were bayoneted or clubbed to 
death when they fell exhausted 
along the route. 

KITAYAMA EXPLAINED thaf 
this indifference to the fate of pri- 
soners “prevailed all through the 
(Japanese) Army,” and was due in 
part to the Japanese belief that 
surrender is a shameful act and 
captives therefore should expect 
to be handled roughly. 

He said he watched the death 
march from several successive van- 
tage points along the road. 

Kitayama, who was with Homma 
throughout the Philippines cam- 
paign, also testified that he under- 
stood the general had received 
word from Tokyo that Manila had 
been declared an open city by the 
Americans—but not until Dee, 30, 
1941, three days after bombers un- 
der Homma’s orders had dropped 
their loads on civilian targets there,

Asks Competition 
In Life Be Fair 


Endorsing the competitive way | 
of life in an address to the Lions’ 
club at the Macdonald Thursday, | 
the Rev. J. R. Cox, of Wesley United 
church said it should be practiced 
in a spirit of fairness instead of the 
“dog eat dog” doctrine, and every- 
one should try to help the other 
fellow when he is down. 

THE MINISTER recognized that 
the instinct to fight was inborn and 
inherent in man, but that properly 
guided this instinct could be put 
to beneficial use in society. 

Choosing as the title of his topic 
“Let's Fight,” Mr. Cox said man’s 
bellicose instincts should be direct- 
ed toward a war against defeatism, 
gloomy pessimism, and against 
those who harp on the inevitability 
of another war.

Ne published and circulated cheap- 
ty good literature, handy for use. 

He preached in the open, more 
often than not in a beautiful pas- 
toral setting of trees and running 
brooks. His audience followed him 
to listen to what he had to say— 
wot to talk to each other, 

On being asked once by an irate 
churchman why he did these things, 
his answer war: “By the authority 
of Jesus Christ, conveyed to me by 
the now Archbishop of Canterbury 
when he laid his hands upon me 
and said: ‘Take thou authority to 
preach the gospel.” 

In his diary John Wesley gives 
the story of how he tackled one 
mob who met him at Plymouth 


docks: 

“A little before we had finished 
singing the hymn,” he _ relates, 
“came the lieutenant, a famous 


man, with his retinue of soldiers, 
durmmers and mob, After waiting 
about a quarter of an hour, per- 
ceiving the violence of the rabble 
slill increasing, I walked down into 
the thickest of them and took the 
officer by the hand. He immediate- 
ly sald: ‘Gentlemen, stand off. Give 
back, 1 will knock the first man 
down that touches him’.” 

What was the secret of John Wes- 
ley'’s power? It was his daily prac- 
lice of the Golden Rule; “Put your- 
self in the place of every poor man 
and deal with him as you would 
that God should deal with you.” 
Small wonder that he was called 
Honest John Wesley — the great 
ambassador, who never lost a min- 
ute in working for his Master's 
kingdom. 

On many of his journeyings over 
the countryside he allowed his 
horse to follow its own gait—while 
he translated some particular hymn 
he ‘iked.

Re-Education of Youth Declared — 
Major German Church Problem 


Re-education of Nazi-indoctrinat- 
ed youth is the German church's 
m&jor problem, according to Dr. 
W. R. Matthews, Dean of St. Paul's, 
who has returned to London from 
|a visit to Germany. 

“THE GERMAN CHURCHES,” 
Dr. Matthews said, “are up against 
the problem of how to carry on 
church life with sc many buildings 
destroyed and without the means to 
publish religious literature, But 
they are mainly concerned about 
youth and how the place of the 
Hitler Youth Movement is to be 
taken by some other organization 
or organizations which can be in- 
| fluenced and guided by the Chris- 
tian church.” 

Dr. Matthews spoke at a press 
; conference attended by a group of 
other British churchmen who ac- 
companied him to Germany where 
they met outstanding church lead- 
ers and attended the second meet- 
ing at Frankfurt of the Council of 
the Evangelical Church of Germany. 
The delegation included Professor 
John Baillie, of the churches of 
Scotland; the Rev. M. E. Aubrey, 
former Moderator of the Free 
Church Federal Council; and the 
Rev. H. M. Waddams, secretary 
of the Anglican Council of Foreign 
Relations. 

DOR. MATTHEWS revealed that 
the German churches are especially 
“nerplexec” about what will hap- 
"en to the vouncer generation 
| growing up without any clear idea 
of what It can do in the future. 
“It Is difficult.” he said, “for out- 
sivers to recognize the bleakness 
ot the outlook for German vouth.” 

The Anglican churchman saw 
another difficult problem develop- 
ing from the splitting of Germany 
into different occupational zones, 


| He said that in the Russian zone 


we saw in Germany,” Dr. Matthews 
declared, “was the vigor of church 
life and the way church leaders, 
including Roman Catholics, aw 
taking hold of the situation. In 
church life, we saw the only genuine 
sign of vitality in Germany today. 

Professor Baillie disclosed that 
the thousands of churches in Ger- 
many which escaped destruction 
during the war are crowded regu- 
larly with worshippers, 

HE SAID THE MEMBERS of the 
British delegation were agreed that 
the damage done to the German 
mind by Nazi propaganda has been 
exaggerated and felt sure that the 
churches realized their responsi- 
bilities for teaching younger chil- 
dren as well as youth. 

Dr Baillie declared, however, that 
lack of buildings and heating have 
{made normal Sunday school work 
“extremely difficult” at present. He 
| added that typical problems related 
to the education of German chil- 
}dren and youth is the situation in 
jone town which has 5,000 children 
| but where there are only five teach- 
ers free from the Nazi taint. 


To Restore Property

Not By Bread Alone 


a the devil, seeking to tempt Christ, showed Him the 

wealth and glory of the world, he received the answer: 
“Not by bread alone doth man live, but in every word that 
proceedeth from the Mouth of God.” This must be the 
reply of every Christian when material advantages and 
pleasures are promised if only he will cast religious scruples 
aside. 

Hedonism—the cult of pleasure—places a premium on 
Worldly posessions and joys, but religion exalts only that 
which brings man closer to God. That does not mean that 
religion scorns the human craving for happiness, but only 
that it opposes excessive preoccupation with material joy 
to the detriment of spiritual and moral health. When men 
neglect duties, sacrifice principles, or debase themselves for 
transitory pleasures, religion raises its voice in warning. 

Some chafe under the reins of religious discipline be- 
cause it interferes with immoral pleasures. Others com- 
promise with conscience to become rich at the expense of 
others. There are even fathers and mothers who risk the 
health and well-being of their children in order to have 
“a good time.” Feeding upon pleasure, such individuals 
in time poison themselves physically as well as spiritually. 

Religion encourages orderly, moderate living, giving 
each element in life its true value. It teaches that men 
should seek to be contented and happy on earth as well as 
in the hereafter, »ut emphasizes that no man who puts 
pleasure first will ever know real joy. The pleasure- 
greedy will reap instead disillusionment and despair. It is 
in God alone that true contentment reposes, and unless 
men bind themselves to His will, whatever the cost, their 
quest for happiness will be in vain.

Jews in Hungary | 
Enjoying Freedom 


Hungarian Jews are enjoying 
ideal conditions of freedom of 
worship, according to Louis 
Stoeckler president of the Liberal | 
Jewish Community. 

“I cannot imagine better condi- 
tions for the Jewish faith then 
those we now enjoy,” Stoeckier 
said. “We have full religious lib- 
erty with the state paying a sub- 
sidy for rabbis as well as for the | 
Christian clergy. And part of the 
salary of teachers in Jewish 
schools is paid by the state.” 

It is Stoeckler's belief that those 
Jews who survived the Nazi per- 
secutions are better off, from a 
religious standpoint, than they 
were before the war. 

“We are giving extensive religious 
training te 2,500 children in schools 
tun by the Jewish Community,” 
Stoeckler revealed, “and 5,000 chil- 
dren in state schools receive in- 
struction twice weekly. In youth 
clubs here we are carrying on 
courses in the Talmud and the 
Hebrew language as well as in 
music and other cultural subjects.”

Emperor Hirohito of Japan will | 
become a Christian “in the near 
future,” it was predicted in Tokyo 
by Shigeru Nambara, newly-named 
president of Tokyo's Imperial Uni- 
versity. : 

Nembara did not reveal the 

evidence upon which he based his 
prediction, but it has been known 
that Hirohito has been studing 
Christian theology and writings 
ever since the end of the war. It 
is reported that the whole Imper- 
ial household is seriously interest-

If the emperor is converted, many 
of his subjects are also likely to 
become Christians, As the highest 
priest in the Shinto hierarchy, Hiro- 
hito is the spiritual leader of the 
country. 

The naming of Nambara to head 
of the Imperial University makes 
him the third Christian to be elevat- 
ed to a high post in Japanese edu- 
cation circles. The others are Na- 
mon Maeda, minister of education, 
and Kotaro Tanaka, Catholic head 
of the college and university sec- 
tion of the ministry.

As New Year Starts 


Reconstruction of Churches 


Planned by European Lands 


Europe's church bells ushered in a New Year which 
promises to be marked by intensified religious effort in three 
major directions—relief for war sufferers, rehabilitation of 
normal church life, and wider participation by Christian 
forces in social and economic reconstruction. 


CONTRIBUTIONS by Protestant; 
and Catholic churches toward re-| 
lief of Europe's needy millions are 
expected to reach a peak in the 
early months of the year, but pro-| 


grams of self-help by the European! | 


churches will undoubtedly be ex-| 
panded, if and as economic condi-| 
tions in each country improve. In 
the Scandinavian countries, as in 
France, Italy, Czechoslovakia and 
even in Germany, religious organ-| 
izations have already assumed @ 
large share of the relief burden. 
There is, however, a danger that! 
inflation — already a harrowing 
problem in Hungary—may militate 
against the European churches, 
crippling relief plans, and resulting 
in a greater, rather than lesser, de- 
pendence on overseas ajd. 
RECONSTRUCTION of war- 
damaged churches generally has 
had to be shelved because of more 
pressing needs, and it is not likely 
that 1946 will witness any concerted 
attempt beyond providing tempor- 
ary structures. Material costs are 
beyond the resources of Europe's 
impoverished congregations, and 
communities, especially in France 
and Germany, are learning to ad- 
just themselves to makeshift ac- 
cOmmodations. 
On the other hand, parish life {s 
kely to take on new vitality, par- 
ticularly through the revival of 
Nazi-banned religious organizations | 
and through Sunday school and 
church youth movements which are

with the rendering of material help.” 


Deny Council Ban 
On Church Visits 


The World Council of Churches 
has not been officially informed of 
proposals for German church lead- 
ers to visit Allied countries.

Roadway Death 
Of Elderly Man 
Said Accident 


A verdict of accidental death was 
returned by a six-man coroner's 
jury at an inquest held Friday after- 
noon into the death of Peter Han- 
son, 77-year-old resident of 
Salvation Army Eventide Home on 
the south side. 

HANSON WAS KILLED in a 
traffic accident at the east end of 
the Mill Creck Bridge near the 
Eventide Home last Dec. 28 when 
he was knocked down by a street 
railway bus operated by Roy Payne, 
Suite 6 Hull Block. A rider at- 
tached to the verdict said “police 
report states that the dim lights 
were not good, therefore we attach 
no blame to the driver of the bus.” 

According to evidence presented 
at the inquest, Hanson was walk- 
ing in the centre of the road at 
the time of the accident. The bus 
driver stated that “out of the black- 
ness of the road a man appeared 
directly in path of bus about eight 
feet ahead, I jammed on the brakes 
and cramped the wheel over to the 
left to try and miss him. Unfortu- 
nately I didn't.” 

WITNESSES STATED that they 
didn’t think the elderly man was 
badly injured. He was helped to 
his feet and assisted across the road 
{to a nearby house where he was 
wrapped in a blanket until a taxi 
arrived and rushed him to the Un- 
iversity hospital. It was stated 
that Hanson was mumbling in 
Swedish, 

Two passengers in the bus, James 
Barnes, 8808 94 street, and Nick 
Tomchuk, 9916 81 avenue, stated 
that they didn’t think the driver 
could have done anything more | 
than he did to avoid hitting the | 
man, 

EVIDENCE WAS PRODUCED) 
showing that Hanson was wearing) 
dark clothing, which did not shaw} 
up against the dark road on which 
he was walking. 

A report on the condition of the) 
bus was given by A. W. digeeibe 
superintendent of the city garag 
He stated that the bus was in Pe 
condition and-that the brakes were 
good. He said that the lights were 
good. 

STRENGTH OF LIGHTS on the 
bus came in for considerable ques- 
tioning during the inquest. A po- 
lice report stated that the lights 
were not good on “dim,” which they 
were at the time of the accident, 
while the driver Payne testified that 
“the lights on the buses are very 
poor when driving against city 
lights.” 

Major Luxton, superintendent of 
the Eventide Home, testified that 
Hanson was very hard of hearing 
and had poor eyesight. He stated 
that the victim was not capable of 
looking after himself. 

OR. J. W. MACGREGOR, provin- 
efal pathologist, who conducted the 
autopsy, stated that the cause of 
death was due to extensive frac- 
enres of the bones of face and skull. 

A plan of the scene of the acci-/ 
dent was prepared by R. Linke of 
the city engineering department 
and presented at the inquest, while | 
Constable James Murray of the) 
city police force explained photo-| 
graphs which he took of the scene. 

The accident was said to have oc- | 
eurred 300 fect east of the bridge.

Getting Toronto 
Voters to Polls 
ls Big Problem 


TORONTO, Jan. 5—(CP)—How 
to get them out to vote is the prob- 
lem confronting Téronto municipal 
leaders, surveying the vote in Tues- 
day’s civic election in which only 
93,069—a mere 25.6 per cent—of 
363,475 eligible voters marked bal- 
lots. 

I7’S NOT THAT TORONTO 
people don't think they should vote, 
Seventy-five per cent of those ques- 
tioned in an opinion survey thought 
that to make sure of good munic- 
ipal government at least 80 per 
cent of the qualified voters should 
go to the polls. It’s the perform- 
ance that's lacking. 

The problem isn't new. In only 
one of the last six elections has 
the number of voters topped 30 
per cent, That was 1944 when 143,- 
110 of 363,185 turned out, a per- 
centage of 39.4. The six-year av- 
erage is 26.96. 

SUGGESTIONS FOR improve- 
ment generally centre on a change 
in the voting date. Controller David 
Balfour urges that Jan. 2—instead 
of New Year's Day—be the election 
date and that it be a civic holiday. 
But Fred Hamilton, a former con- 
troller, suggested Dec. 31 instead. 

In 1937-38 Toronto did change its 
polling day to the first Monday in 
December—the date favored by the 
majority of Ontario cities—but 
there were fewer voters than in 
preceding and succeeding New 
Year's Day voting. 

A FIVE-YEAR municipal voting 
average for 11 leading Canadian 
cities places Toronto ninth. The 
average for all 11 is 35-14 with Ot- 
tawa leading at more than 50 per 
cent.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—(CP)—One 


‘hundred thousand new jobs have 


been provided in Britain's | so- 
called “depressed areas” where 
1,000,000 men and women were out 
of work before the war. 

THIS IS THE FIRST stage in a 
scheme for dispersal of industry 
which was drafted by the wartime 
coalition government of Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and is being put into 
effect by Prime Minister Attlee's 
Labor administration. 

The emphasis so far has been on 
light secondary industries. Later an 
effort will be made to provide new 
basic heavy industries on which, in 
the long run, full employment will 
depend, 

ABOUT 300 NEW FACTORIES 
already are assured for South 
Wales, Northeast England, West 
Cumberland and Scotland, where 
pre-war reliance on a narrow range 
of production made the unemploye 
ment situation most acute. 

In charge of the Board of Trade 
program is businesslike Sir Philip 
Warter, former director of shipping 
and motion picture companies who 
handled warehousing for the food 
ministry earlier in the war. Now he 
is controller of factories and stor- 
age with the job of leasing govern- 
ment-owned premises so as to pro- 
vide maximum employment in 
peacetime. 

THE NEED TO DISPERSE war 
factories to avoid concentration of 
important targets for enemy bomb- 
ers and to take advantage of avail- 
able labor has been helpful in tak- 
ing -new work to the depressed 
areas.

Of course, there are a lot of statistics being published 


about the number of permits 


that have been taken out, but 


unfortunately statistics and permits don't provide very good 


shelter in cold weather. 

THE CHIEF REASON we have a 
housing shortage, we are told, is 
because of the shortage of essential 
supplies, Contrary to the popular 
belief, it Isn't an actual shortage of 
lumber that is holding things up so 
much as a shortage of essential 
materials such as electrical and 
plumbing supplies and finishing 
m*terials of all kinds. 

I have been told that one of the 
chief reasons we haven't got suffi- 
cient bathtubs, wall-fixtures and 
that sort of thing, is that, because 
of the high personal and corpora- 
tion income taxes and the excess 
profits taxes, neither employers 
nor employees of the plants that 
make these necessities find it pro- 
fitable to work full time. Workers 
would sooner work four days a 
week and pay a small tax than work 
six days and pay a large one. And 
employers are quite happy because 
they are making as much profit as 
they are allowed by having their

Price Increase 
Of Gasoline, Oil 
Is Confirmed 


Confirmation of the increase in 
price in crude oil and gasoline was 
received on Thursday by the oil re- 
finers in Western Canada in a let- 
ter from M. W. McCutcheon, deputy 
chairman of Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, in Ottawa. 

THE LETTER IS TO serve as an 
authority to refiners that on and 
after Jan. 1, 1946, they are to pay 
an increase in price of 45 cents per 
barrel for Turner Valley crude oil 


‘| over the maximum lawful price that 
‘|they were entitled to pay for the 
‘jcorresponding grade of Turner 


Valley crude oil on Dec. 31, 1945. 

The letter also states that the 
two-cent increase per gallon in the 
consumer price of all grades of 
motor gasoline, tractor distillate, 
kerosene and lighting naptha sold 
in Alberta, Saskatchewan and all 
of Manitoba west of the 98th meri- 
dian will be authorized at a later 
date, and refiners will be advised 
in due course as to the effective 
date of the increase in price. 

CYRIL PERRY, RESIDENT man- 
ager of the Ram River Agencies, 
when commenting on the increase, 
stated that “the 45 cents increase 
per barrel for Turner Valley crude 
oil is an incentive to future de- 
velopment of Alberta fields. Prices 
of crude oil are too low as com- 
pared with those in the United 
States, and is reflected in the 
greater development of oil  re- 
sources in the U.S.” 

As for the two-cent increase per 
gallon in the consumers’ price, Mr.

Want Union Jack 
In Canadian Flag

Britain Shows 
Fabulous Gems 


By HELEN CAMP 
LONDON, Jan. 5.— (AP) — Dia- 
monds, rubies and emeralds may 
be one means of rebuilding British 


economy, 

In the first exhibition of British 
jewelry designs for six years the 
National Jewelers Association dis- 
played everything from fantastic- 
ally fancy to plain—but expensive— 
gems for export trade. 

“With jewelry like this we can 
bring much more foreign currency 
into the country faster than any 
other way,” a spokesman said. 

HE ADDED that sincc the gems 
eame from Africa, Burma, India, 
Australia, Ceylon, British Guinea, 
and New Zealand, the gold from 
Africa, and the platinum from Can- 
ada, all parts of the empire would 
Profit. 

Much of the jewelry, he said, has 
been particularly designed for 
North and South American markets 
and all for export since “unfortun- 
ately the 100 per cent tax on jew- 
elry will make it too expensive for 
home consumption.” 

AMONG pieces displayed was a 
three-dimensional diamond bracelet 
with more than 2,000 separate 
stones in flexible settings, which 
he said probably will sell for 
around £5,000 ($22,500). 

Watch faces were slanted in 
elaborate jewelled settings or hid- 
den under the diamond centre of 
ruby and emerald flowers, A pink 
gold bird of paradise with diamond, 
emerald and ruby plumage perched 
on a white and green gold flower 
pin with a ruby centre. 

HE ADDED that before the war, 
earring designs had reached the 
point where some “almost covered 
the cheek” and said that plans 
were to “take up where we left 
off.” 

Most of the brooches and clips 
displayed could be broken up into 
two or three pieces or worn to- 
gether, since the jeweler said “any-

from the use of vegetables having 
green or yellow coloring. 

A report in a fairly recent survey 
shows that city diets are likely to 
be low in vitamin A. The use of 3 
to 3'2 pounds per person per week 
of vegetables, together with the use 
of milk, butter and eggs, will pro- 
vide enough vitamin A. These 
vegetables should include: leafy 
vegetables such as lettuce, celery 
(tops), parsley, spinach, cabbage 
and beet tops; green vegetables 
such as asparagus, okra, green peas, 
string beans, and broccoli; and 
yellow vegetables such as carrots, 
winter squash, sweet potatoes, and 
yellow turnips. 

Try to give your family 2 or 3 
servings of these vegetables a day. | 

The same vegetables which are| 


also supply vitamin C, iron, calcium 
and cellulose. The cellulose is in- 
digestible and hence acts as a bulk- 
producer and aids regularity of the 
intestinal elimination. 

Vitamin A is stored to some ex- 
tent in the body but for best results 
should be received daily. It appears 
to increase resistance to infections, 


to maintain a normal appetite, is 
necessary for a healthy skin, and 
for normal growth in children. It is 


sistance to infection, dryness of the 
skin, poor appetite, lack of vigor, 
imperfect vision at night called 
“night blindness,” and digestive dis- 
tubances. A severe deficiency will 
produce loss of weight, retarded 
growth in children, and an eye 
disease. 

There is very little loss of the 
vitamin in the usual cooking meth- 
ods. Canned vegetables, and also 
those subjected to quick-freezing, 
retain their vitamin A. 

Some of the best sources of the 
vitamin are: green and yellow 
vegetables, milk, cream, butter, 
eggs, and various fish-liver oils. 
Vitamin-fortified margarine is an- 
other good source of vitamin A. 

And bear in mind that the vege- 
tables which are good for health in 
the way of adding vitamin A, pos- 
sess blood-building virtues as well.

1945’s Scientific Kiigilights 
By Canadians Are Reviewed 


OTTAWA, Jan. 5.—(OP)—Developments in the uses of 
atomic energy and radar, the design and construction of e 
ywood tailless aircraft, and the lopments in new uses 
‘or wheat highlighted work of Canadian scientists during 
1945, the National Research Council reported yesterday. 


IN A PRELIMINARY report on 
work done by it last year, the 
counci] told how Canadian scien- 
tists had co-operated in the de- 
velopment of the atomic bomb. 

Work on the bomb had led to 
the design of a pilot plant for the 
production of atomic materials and 
that plant now was under construc- 
tion at Chalk River, Ont., 120 miles 
northwest of Ottawa. 

“A branch of the National Re- 
seareh Council will be established 
there In association with the pilot 
plant to carry out research on the 
application of atomic energy in 
war and in industry and on the 
use of its products in research and 
medicine,” said the report. J 

THE COUNCIL SAID perhaps 
one of the most interesting projects 
undertaken was that concerning 
the tailless aircraft in which test 
flights will be made shortly. 

Wing span of the model designed 
by the council staff is 47 feet; the 
maximum weight on test will be 
approximately 4,000 pounds. It 
carries a pilot and an observer and 
dusl controls are provided. Prim- 
ary structure of the glider is en- 
tirely of wood, embodying a single 
laminated spare and a relatively 
thick moulded plywood skin over 
conventional ribs. 

The aircraft was built so Canada 
might gain experience with such 
craft, the subject of intensive re- 
search in other countries, said the 
report,

Return to Home 
Yet Unsettled 


OTTAWA, Jen. 5—(CP)— The 
return of 36,000 German prisoners- 
of-war being held in Canada ‘to 
their humbled, conquered home- 
land still is in the discussion stage 
overseas, government sources said 
yesterday 


SPOKESMEN SAID British and 
Canadian officials in the United 
Kingdom were studying the ques- 
tion of when to start the Nazi cap- 
tives on thelr journey home, but 
added the decision on a 
number of factors, including the 
shortage of transport. 

They recalled that Defence Min- 
ister Abbott told the senate finance 
committee during the last session 
of parliament the Germans would 
remain in the Dominion throughout 
the winter and that their movement 
back to Germany would not start 
until the spring at the earliest. 

ONE DIFFICULTY presumably 
is the danger entailed in returning 
the Germans to their homes during 
a winter or spring when food is 
desperately short and every addi- 
tional mouth to feed works hard- 
ship on those in the immediate 
vicinity, 

Thus, by remaining in Canada 
the prisoners will fare far better 
than their kinsfolk overseas. They 


receive a good diet, almost a ban-| 


quet feast compared with what 
poorly-fed Europeans receive, have 
every facility for recreation and 
live in warm, well-kept camps. 

THOSE WHO WISH to do so may 
work, receiving compensation

THE TWO—Robert McEwen an 
Henry Fuhr—both veterans of more 
than five years overseas, said they 
have been trying for more than four 
months to find homes for their Eng- 
lish brides, whom they expect to 
arrive in Canada this spring. 

Wearing ordinary street clothes 
and light topcoats, the two men ar- 
rived at the courthouse, in the cen- 
tre of the downtown business area, 
about 6 p.m. (CST) and after sett- 
ing up their tent, gathered bits of 
wood and a couple of orange crates 
from nearby alleys to light a fire. 

JUST AFTER DARK—during the 
busy night rush hour—they started 
a small fire on the lawn to keep 
warm. A small crowd was attracted 
and several spectators shouted en- 
couragement to the two men. 

City police, notified by the con- 
stable on the beat of the fire, told 
British Columbia police, but neither | 
would accept responsibility for or- 
dering that the fire be extinguished. 

PROVINCIAL POLICE, after 
three hours, persuaded the men 
that a permit was necessary to light 
a fire, and the veterans put out the 
flames. Shortly afterwards, Mc- 
Ewen said, they decided to “call it 
quits”.

THE TINY TENT was erected in 
the shadow of the old Hotel Van- 
couver, Various organizations and 
other civic bodies have urged that 
the hotel be operated as a hostel 
for returned servicemen and their 
families until they were able to ob- 
tain homes, Recently, however, it 
was announced that the hotel, rent- 
ed by the national defence depart- 
ment during the war, would be re- 
turned to its owners, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 

McEwen said they tried to rent 
blankets from the new Hotel Van- 
couver for the night, but were 
“turned down”. They spread papers 
on the soggy grass inside their tent. 

McEWEN SERVED overseas for 
|5t years with the Seaforth High- 
landers of Canada and Fuhr served 
with the Princess Patticia’s Cana- 
dian Light Infantry. McEwen said 
both married overseas and wanted 
to bring their wives home “but we 
haven't any home to take them to.” 

Since arriving home he said, he 
has lived “in a number of queer 
places.” Latterly, he has been 
sleeping in the basement of another 
home. 

McEwen, head of the “Bring Our 
Brides Home Association” of Van- 
couver, recently went to Ottawa 
}where he inerv iewed federal 
| authorities regarding transportation 
of English brides to Canada.
